HOLDING UP ON WITHDRAWAL IN VIEW FAILURE OF EGYPT AND SYRIA 
TO RETURN POWS. JANKOWITSCH ACKNOWLEDGED THIS BUT SAID HE COULD

THEM CAREFULLY WHILE MAKING POINT OF NOTING DIFFICULTY

WOULD COSPONSOR IF RES DID NOT SPECIFY PREPARATORY COMITE BEING
